lines of thrift. 


Chas. M. Schwab recently said, 


"To my mind the best investment 
a young man starting out in busi- 
ness can possibly make is to give 
all his time, alt his energies to 
work, just plain, cvery-day work. 
After a man's position is assured, 
lie can indulge in pleasures if ^lic 
wishes; he will hayc lost nothing: 
by waiting—and gained much. He 
wilt have made

really to afford to spend some and 
he will know that he has done bis 
duty by himself and by the world."

value of thrift in little things comes 
from Washington, D. C, where the 
school children have, since the last 
tcnn begran, saved over 150 tons of 
old newspapers. A sum in excess 
of $2,000 has bceu realized, which 


will be devoted to the chidren's 
play p'rounds.

if this plan were taken up through- 
out ihc United States. Thousands '

turned to good account, which now 
is wasted, and moreover Jt is im- 
portant in the face of the present 
paper shortage, that not a single 
'.crap of old paper be wasted any- 
where. 


A French banker of distinction,
